U. S. GEOLOGICAL SURVEY ISSUES 


REPORTS ON DEPOSITS OF TEN- 


NESSEE, ALABAMA AND GEORGIA 


Tho. attention 
J of the'Iron makers'of 


tha United States has-been turning 
toward,the'southern iron-ore, fields to 
a considerable extent 'during the last 
decade, but more particularly- since it 
tiaa been proved possible to make basic 
open-hearth steel from southern iron 
ore. 


Interest-therefore attaches to a pre- 


liminary- report by, Ernest F. Burch- 
ard, o£ the United States geological 
survey, just iBsued as an advance 
chapter from Bulletin 540. "Contribu- 
tions t5 Economic 
Geology-, .1912." 


Much geologic work bearing upon the 
utilization; of the iron ores 
of 
the 


southern Appalachians has been and 
is being done by the-Alabama, Georgia, 
and Tennessee geological surveys as 
well as by the federal geological sur- 
vey. The area, discussed in the pres- 
ent report includes what is known as 
the Chattanooga., district, 
and the 


greattr-part-of-the-expense of the field 
work was.borne by the United States 
geological survey, the Tennessee geo- 
logical survey,-and the 
Chattanooga 


chamber of commerce. 
' 


The city of Chatlanooga lies within 


4 miles of the southern boundary of 
Tennessee, and as there are more im- 
portant reserves of red iron ore within 
30 to 40 miles south of the city than 
.within an equal distance to the north 
it was the deaire of the Chattanooga 
chamber ot commerce that part of the 
funds allotted .for prospecting shonld 
be tised in Alabama and Georgia, in 
order to demonstrate the value of the 
ores tributary .to the city. Tho pros- 
pecting was accordingly done without 
reference to;statc' boundaries. 


The report (Bulletin 540-G) covers 


54 pages and is .illustrated with sketch 
maps. It will doubtless prove of much 
Interest and value in the economical 
development of the iron ores of the 
district.
